The New Funding Bill,
Wasmisaron, June 6,—The following is the
Funding Bill which was reported in the House
to-day from the Commitiee on Ways and
Means:—

Be it enacled, ete., That the Becretary of the
Treasury is l.u.reb) authorlzed to issue, {n & sum
or sums pot exceeding in the ngzreuaw one thou-
sand millions of dollars, uuul!non or registered
bonds of the United Btates, in such form as he
may preseribe, sud of denominations of five hun-
dred dollars or gome multiple of that sum, redeem-
d le in coln of the present standard value,at the
pleasure of the United Btates after 50 years
from the date of this issue, and bearing interest
payable semi-annually in such coin at the rate
of 4 per cent. per annnm; which sald bonds and
the interest thereon shall be exempt from the
paywent of all taxes or duties of the United
States, a8 well as from taxation in any form by
or under State, munieipal, or loeal authorty,
and the gald bonds shal ave set forth and ex-
pressed upon their face the above specl-
fied conditions, and shall, with] thelr cou
pons, be made payable at the Treasury
of the United Btates; but nothing in this act,
or in any other law now in foree, shall be con-
strued 1o anthorize auy incresse whatever of the
Londed dr,m of the United States.

Beciion 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury

& hereby aulhurlmd to sell and dispose of any
0 t the bonds issued under this act, atnot less
thaun their par value for coln, and to nri‘li‘ the

Section (no pumber), And be it farther en-
acted, Thal the Becretary of the Treasury s
bereby anthorized to receive gold coin of the
Unlted States, or bullion, on deposit for not less
than thirty days, in sums of not less than one
hundred dollars, with the Treasurer or any
Assietant Treasurer of the United States antho-
rized to receive the same, who shall iasue there-
for certificates of deposit, made in such forms as
the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe,
and eaid certificatesof deposit shall bear intercat
at a rate not exceeding three per centum per
annum, and any amount of gold coin or bullion
80 deposited may be withdrawn from deposit
al any time subsequent to thirty days from the
date of deposit, alter ten days' notice, and

on the return of sald certificates.
Providod, that the interest on all such
deposits shall ecense and determine at the

pleasure of the Becretary of the Treasury, and
not less than twenty-five per centum of the coin
and bullion deposited for or representing said
certificates of deposlt shall be retalned in the
Treasury for the payment of sald certificates,
and the excess beyond twenty-five per centum
may be applied, at the discretion of the Seere-
tary of the Treasury, to the payment or redemyp-
tion of snch ouusmndlng bonds of the United
Btate# heretofore issued and known as the tive-
twenty bonds, ns he may designate, under the
provisions of the 4th section of this act, and
any certificates of deposit issued as aforesald,
may be received at par with the interest accrued
thereon, in payment for any bonds authorlzed
to be issued by this act.
